Attachment 3: Minutes of the Advisory Council

The advisory board of Halland Village met at 10:15 AM on Friday, July 14, 2000, in the community room with
members Berniece and Ray Baucom, Eleanor Hallquist, and Walter Hoffman attending as well as Director Georgia
Clark. Unable to attend were Neva Morehouse, Miriam Larson, and Cheryl Watson.

Director Clark thanked the group for their attendance and told them that she would be looking into how formal
an organization this was to be with regard to officers, frequency of gathering, etc. At thistime an informative and
informal meeting and discussion was held.

The group was told that there was an upcoming meeting for resident leaders in Kansas City that they may be
getting information on. They were also informed of the 1999 CIAP award in the amount of $27,632 and the
budgeted uses of it so far and what was yet to be expended. The director showed the rough draft of a publicity
brochure for the Village that isinitsfinal stagesfor completion by August’s Homecoming 2000 town celebration
which was included in that budget. The ceiling fans, washer and dryer, and computer system upgrade are other
expenditures made thus far with some landscaping, closet door and laundry room flooring replacements, and air
cleaners yet to be purchased.

Pointers from avisit from a HUD marketing specialist were also reviewed, showing how the Village might ook
to outsiders considering thisfor aplaceto live. A discussion of thisfollowed that generated ideas such as
refinishing the kitchen cabinets and adding new faucets, preferred finishes for the planned closet door
replacements, and the selection of drapes as proposed to vertical blinds for the window coverings.

The 2000 Capital Funds award in the amount of $26,250 was also discussed with ideas from the members for its
use solicited. Major ideas given were stackable washer/dryer combos for each unit, ceiling fans for the bedrooms,
and ducted range hoods. The director told of dreams to add another parking area to the southeast edge of the
Village property, renovation of a 2-unit building into a single, 2 bedroom unit, and additional landscaping, using
Capital Funds either thisyear or in years to come.

The group then toured avacant unit in a 1-story building (#8) and one in a 2-story building (#13) for
ideas/viewpoints about improvements that could be made.

Attachment 4: Community Service Palicy

The director discussed with the board the procedure of the agency annual and 5-year plans and reviewed what
had taken place thus far. The minutes of the public hearing held on December 18, 2000, were read and the director
told them, since none of them were able to attend, of the recommendations that had come in during the 45 day
waiting period prior to the hearing. It was a consensus of the group, after hearing of the suggestions, that none be
adopted considering that the existing, proposed policies had been carefully reviewed for legalities and
technicalities, already. They did agree, however, that the ideas put forth were good and were grateful for the
interest shown.
